Tokio.—Tile body of the Japanese 
olllcer whieli was found and luiried at 
Port -Arlliur liy tlie Russians wa.s iiii- 
qiK'stiiinably that of tVirnmander Hi 
rose, who was killed on Miireli 271 li 
in the second attempt to “bottle” 
Pert .Arthur. Tlie description of the 
uniform tallies with that worn by an 
olllcer of Hirose’s rank and tlio fact 
that tlio lieail wa.s missing is a fnrtlier 
confirmation of the lieliof tliat the 
body was tliat of tlio Japanese coin- 
mand(>r.

CALIFORNIA 
LEADS IN 
BEET SUGAR 


Surpasses Rest of the Country 
In Development of 
Industry. 


EIGHT FACTORIES OF GREAT SIZE 

Over Two Million and a Half Dollars 
Paid to Farmers for Their Pro¬ 
ducts by the Several Plants 
In the Last Year. 

Wa.sliington.—The report on the pro¬ 
gress of the beet sngiir industry of the 
United States in 1!H)J, whicli was writ¬ 
ten by Charles W. Saylor, special 
■agent ot the Department ot .Agriciil- 
j tore, and which was transmitted to 
i Congress by the President on April 
I Ist, is now in print. California lias 
j been from the beginning the leading 
, beet-sugar State in the Union, says 
, the report. It was tlie first to start 
i the enterprise and tlie first to develop 
it extensively. .Most of the factories 
I are large when compared with tliose 
of otlier iieet-siigar districts. One of 
its factories is the largest in the 
world, 

I ('aliforniu’s annual production of 
sugar lias exceeded that of Michigan, 

I altliough tlie hitter Slate in l‘.t02 had 
I twice as many factories. It is prolia- 
ble, however, tliat the final returns 
for till' campaign of lIKIt will show 
that .Micliigan, witli her twenty-two 
I factories, has pnxliiced more sugar 
! than (7ilit'orniii with her eiglit facto¬ 
ries, one of wliich is noi.'in operation. 
Tlie faidories biilit in California have 
I been so large that it has taken some 
! time to secure a producing area siitti- 
cient. to supply tlie iieets. In this 
i way (California drew on lier future re 
! sources. 'I’liere lias been no pro¬ 
nounced tendency to ixiild new facto- 
^fies recently. While tliere are several 
“f4lt.co8 iiiThe State anxious lo estab¬ 
lish factories, tlie general tendency of 
public sentiment lias ixx'ii in favor of 
fully providing for Hie factories now 
in existence. 

Sugar prixluction is hecoiniiig an 
established Imsiiiess, niucli us it is in 
Hie older countries of Europe. In 
California, tlie industry has more 
I nearly reached an esiablislied status 
than in any ottier State. 

In tlie beginning, the California 
growers believed tlie rainfall siiltinient 
to mature the crops, and for till' first 
few years tliis was entirely depended 
upon. Now, liowever, irrigation has 
been lirongtit into reipiisition more or 
less. ’I'lieri' is annually an increase in 
the umixint of Ix-ets grown in Califor¬ 
nia by irrigation from artesian wells 
and llowing streams. 

In Mie building of tlie Istbinian ca¬ 
nal, says tlio reixirt, tliis industry in 
California will be especially favored, 
as sugar is one of Hie prixlucts which 
is not perislialile and will stand a long 
shijinient by water witlioiit deteriora 
lion. 

'There has Ixien a recent revival of 
’ Hie proixisition to estahlisli a lieet- 
sugar factory somewhere in the Sacra¬ 
mento valley. For some time this lias 
Ixien coiisidoied a favorable locality 
for the extension of Hie heet-sugar in- 
dustiy in the Stati', and .several pro¬ 
jects have, at different times, been 
under advisement. -A recent pioposi- 
!Hou has been made by (J. S. Dyer of 
.\lvarado. Cal., who has offered to 
furnish the money tor establishing a 
plant in Hiis valley, proiialily at Chi¬ 
co, and the matter has been the sub¬ 
ject of active negotiation between him 
and the Sacramento Valley Develop¬ 
ment Association. 

During the past season in Califor 
ilia, .54:!,tK)l tons of beets were sliced 
and 6fi,G6fi tons of sugar produced. 
'I’he farmers received for these beets 
about 82,592,106, and about 82,000,000 
were paid for fuel and labor, trans¬ 
portation and supplies.

CAN’T GET AT THE WEEVIL. 

Fest of Soathern Cotton Planters De¬ 
fies Kffort at Its 1 xtermination. 

For some time past \V. I>. Hunter, a 
boll "weevil expert In the sei'vlce of the 
Agricultural Department, has been in¬ 
vestigating the habits of the pest, with 
a view to devising means for its extir¬ 
pation. In a report just issued as an 
emergency bulletin he says the work 
of his division for several years “has 
demonstrated that there is not even a 
remote probability that tlie boll weevil 
ever -will be exterminated.” The bulle¬ 
tin adds: 

“Although the very large yields of 
cotton of former times may no longer 
be possible. It is, nevertheless, entire¬ 
ly feasible to produce cotton at a mar¬ 
gin of profit that will compare favora¬ 
bly with that involved in the produc- ^ 
tion of most of the staple crops of Hie | 
United States by following what have 
become known generally as the cul¬ 
tured niethotls. Involving changes and 
modifications of the system of cotton- | 
raising made necessary by the weevil. 
They were oiiglually suggested by a 
careful study of the life histoi-y of the i 
pest, and naturally any improvements i 
that may eventually be made will he 
the result of the continuation of that | 
study. They have now been tested 
successfully on a large scale b,v the di¬ 
vision of entomology as well as by 
many planters during t-wo very unfa- ! 
vorable seasons. Of greatest advan¬ 
tage is tlie reducing of Hie number of 
the weevils by the destruction of the 
plants in the fall. The advantage thus 
gained is follou-cd up by bending every 
effort toward procuring an early crop 
the following season.” ! 

Tlie changes In the cotton-raising 
system urgently recommended are: 
Early planting with seed from as far 
north ns possible; thorough cultivation 
of the fields, which influences the con¬ 
stant growth and consequent early ma¬ 
turing of the crop; planting the rows 
as far apart as feasible and thorough 
thinning out of the plants in the rows; 
destruction, by plowing up, wiiidrow- 
Ing and liuniing of all the cotton stalks 
in the fields as soon as the weevils 
hecomo so miineroiis Hint practically 
all the fruit Is being punctured, thus 
desfro.ving the very great proportion of 
weevils developing late in tlie autuinii, 
and extensive use of fertilizers, so as 
to procure earlier crops.

This is 
best effected liy warm drinks and Hie 
iiilialation of warm vapor, niedieated 
or not. as ma.v Ik* tlioiiglit best. Hot 
lenioiiude (without wliiskyi, iiot milk 
or simple liot water, sqijicd as liot as 
can be tioriie, will render good ser¬ 
vice. 

The patient of course sliouid remain 
in the lioiise; and pieferalily in one 
room with a warni, eiiualile tenqiera- 
tiiro, so as to avoid ex;.osnre while 
perspiring. If the atlaek is al nil Se¬ 
vere niueli time will lie saved tiy going 
to lied for a day or two.

“The foul weather prevented any ac¬ 
curate calculation of latitude and longi¬ 
tude, and they were so far out In their 
reckoning that when they caught sight 
of land on the 9th of November it wa-s 
to Oape Ood that they had come. Their 
paUttt gave them no authority to set¬ 


tle here, as It was beyond the Jurisdlc- 
tlou of the London eomp.Hny. They 
turned their prow southward, but en- 
eoiinterlng perilous shoals and a stiff 
head wind they desisted and souglit 
shelter in Cape Cod Bay. On the lltli 
they deeldtHl to find some place of 
abode lu this neighborhood, anticipa¬ 
ting no difficulty lu getting a patent 
from the Plymoutli company, which 
was anxious to obtain settlera For five 
weeks they stayed in the ship while 
little parties were exploring the coast 
and deciding upon the best site for a 
town. It -was purely a coincidence 
that the spot which they chose had al¬ 
ready received from John Smith the 
name of Plymouth, the beautiful port 
la Devunahlre from which the May¬ 
flower had sailed."

The 
waving eocoanut palms, the fluttering 
banana trees and graceful cane flelds 
all tell him a story of peace and plen¬ 
ty, and slowly but surely send him off 
to sleep. 

I As he sits there nodding and dream¬ 
ing, a lizard crawls from the pumpkin 
vine at his feet and up on to his hand, 
and wakes'him. He looks around slow¬ 
ly and realizes that he has been nsleei). 
He then gets up, seeks a cool spot, and 
begins his work again. 

At sundown he picks up his hoe and 
strolls home to the good supper that 
awaits liim. When he gets near he 
knows that he will not be disappointed, 
for he smells the fragrant “pepper 
pot” and roasted breadfruit. This hur¬ 
ries him home, and soon he partakes of 
i an appetizing meal. His dutiful wife 
waits upon him band and foot, and his 
pickaninnies frolic around him full of 
life and fun. 

After supper he rends the local paper 
or a chapter from the Bible, If he be a 
studious, respectable person; If he Is 
not, he goes to the local rnmsbop for a 
chat with his friends, or his “brud- 
ders,” as he would call them. About 8 
or 9 o’clock he goes to bed as happy as 
a king, to rise again next morning soon 
after the sun gets up.

FOUGHT TO THI LAST QA8P. 

F*mon* Battl* B*tw*cn the Chippe¬ 
wa* and Slonx Lost by Latter. I 

One of the last survivors of the ene¬ 
mies of the Sioux is Te-On-Gesic, now 
passing bis hundredth birthday. 
Eighty-five years ago the Sioux tribe 
who Invaded the west and entered 
the plains of Iowa and Dakota sought 
to dislodge the Chlppewas from the 
timbered country in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. They nearly accomplished 
this undertaking, owing to overwhelm -1 
Ing numbers. They made frequent In¬ 
cursions Into the Chippewa country 
and many sanguinary battles were 
fought, culminatiug In the massacre by 
the Sioux of settlers in southern Minne¬ 
sota in 1SC2. 

Sixty years ago Ye-On-Gesic was a 
famous chief and warrior of the Chip¬ 
pewa tribe, and he tells the writer of 
the last great battle with the enemy 
west of the Mississippi river. He 
says; 

“It was when we were encamped 
on the Yellow, Bone and Devil's lakes 
t^iat quite a large party of Sioux were 
reported coming up the Yellow river 
from the St. Croix to battle with the 
Chlppewas. Our chiefs believed they 
were only scouts sent forward to re- 
connolter. At that time I was an ama¬ 
teur warrior. When the enemy 
was reported within the country I was 
given charge of a band of young men 
numbering forty-nine and directed to 
Intercept the scouts of the Sioux. E’er 
that reason 1 was made a chief. It 
was the proudest moment of my life. 

“With the young Chlppewas under 
niy command I started down the Yol* 
low river. All my men were anxious 
for adventure. For two days we 
watched for the enemy, but saw no 
signs. On the morning of the third 
day my scouts reported a large war 
party of Sioux just landed south of 
Yellow lake. Within an hour my men 
had been surrounded. 

“Suddenly I gave the Chippewa wer 
cry and the battle began. It was a 
terrible battle, lasting uutl'i the Bun 
was high in the heavens and there 
were no more life In the woods. My 
party numbered less than tFventy when 
W 0 were through. To-day I am the 
solo survivor. There were no Sioux 
left. All were dead.”—Milwaukee 
Sentinel.
